Two professors honored 
with Nobel for economics 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (U PI) - The 
1977 Nobel Prize for economics was 
awarded today to two professors from 
England and Sweden for their “ path- 
breaking" work in international trade. 
The Royal Academy of Sciences 
awarded $145,000 prize to Professor 
James Meade of Cambridge University, 
of England, and Professor Bertil Ohlin, 
professor emiritus of the Stockholm 
School of Economics. 
The award cited “ their pathbreaking 
contributions to the theory of inter­ 
national trade and international capital 
movements.” 
Meade, 70, is best known for his work. 
"The Theory of International Economic 
Policy,” Bohlin’s classic work was 
“ Interregional and International Trade. 
The Academy said Meade, “ has 
demonstrated the effects of economic 
policy on foreign trade and penetrated 
the problems of stabilization policies in 
‘open’ economies." 
Open economies are those that are 
greatly dependent on foreign trade 
Ohlin, 78, “ developed a theory that 
demonstrates which factors determine 
the pattern of foreign trade and the 
international division of labor on the one 
hand, and on the other, shows what ef­ 
fect foreign trade has on allocation of 
resources, price relations and the 
distribution of incomes ” 
Ohlin’s major work appeared in 1933 
and Meade’s in 1951-’55. 
"The breadth and importance of 
Ohlin’s and Meade's contributions have, 
however, not become obvious until the 
1960s and 1970s in conjunction with the 
growing internationalization of the 
economic system," the Academy said. 
The Academy said Meade was "the 
leading pioneer in the field of inter­ 
national macrotheory aand international 
economic policy." 
Meade, who lives in Cambridge, was 
professor of economics there from 1957- 


68. He previously had been a member of 
the Economic Secretariat at the League 
of Nations in Geneva, member and later 
head of the British government’s 
Economic Secretariat, and a professor 
of foreign trade at the London School of 
Economics. 
Ohlin. a former leader of the Liberal 
Party and minister of commerce in 1944- 
45, received his doctorate at the 
Stockholm School of Economics in 1919. 
He was a professor at the University of 
Copenhagen (1924-29), and professor of 
economics at the Stockholm School of 
Economics from 1929-’65. He was 


Liberal Party leader from 1944-’67 
On Thursday, the Caroline Institute 
awarded the Nobel prize in medicine to 
three Americans, including a woman, for 
their work tracing hormones and helping 
man "understand a part of the link 
between the body and the soul."

The president of the 450-member 
Vandenberg Village Association, last 
night, clarified the organization's posi­ 
tion on the controversial urban-rural 
limit line during a meeting of the Lom­ 
poc Advisory Committee on the County 
General Plan. 
In a half hour presentation, John 
Sherman spelled out the association’s 
desire to see the Village area expanded 
to include a 450-plus acre parcel to the 
west of present development. 
Sherman said the association board of 
directors approved a motion Monday set­ 
ting forth the following proposal for the 
Village area: 
the association recom­ 
mends that the urban-rural line ... be 
limited to the legal description of the 
Village as of Nov. 3, 1961 except that the 
north boundary be extended to the 
Vandenberg Air Force Base boundary, 
follow the Base boundary to Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and then return to the 
legal description boundary along the 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road.” 
Sherman said the motion is for the 
urban-rural line to be drawn around the 
present development with the addition of 
the parcel to the west 
He said the inclusion of the land would 
make it possible to fulfull the 1958 
master plan proposal to continue 
Constellation Road in a loop northwest 
and west to link up with Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road west of the Village. 
Constellation Road presently begins at 
Jupiter Avenue in the south end of the 
Village, runs north, across Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and finally deadends 
near Cabrillo High School 
Sherman said the extension of 
Constellation Road would “ save several 
miles for motorists going to Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution or to Santa Maria." 
Sherman said the topography of the 
area made the association request a good 
one, The concept was posed as a more 
desirable alternate to frequent proposals 


that growth go the other way into the hub 
formed by the Village. Mission Hills and 
Lompoc. 
“ I guess that we don’t like the urban- 
rural limit line as it is presently drawn 
because it looks like something that 
LAFCO would draw for a study of Lom­ 
poc's sphere of influence. Either that or 
it is an expansion plan for Mission Hills 
and Lompoc to which Vandenberg 
Village would like to turn its back.” 


Sherman s appearance cleared up a 
misunderstanding, according to Art Hib- 
bits, committee chairman. Two weeks 
ago, the committee voted to include the 
disputed land west of the Village, follow­ 
ing a presentation by Ralph Griffin, who 
identified himself as chairman of the 
Village association’s land use commit­ 
tee. The following week, the committee 
voted to reverse itself and delete the 450 
acres after learning that Griffin had ap­ 
parently spoken as an individual and not 
as the official voice of the association 


When that dispute threatened the 
peace, association officials called a 
hasty meeting Monday, discussed the is­ 
sues and voted to support the re­ 
inclusion of the land. 
After listening to Sherman, the qom- 
mittee sent the question to a subcommit­ 
tee on land use for consideration of the 
request. The committee is scheduled to 
meet next Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in the 
County Administration Building. 
In other business, Tom Hart, county 
planner assigned to the Lompoc commit­ 
tee read a letter from county planning 
director Britt Johnson, that clarified a 
question raised by Mrs. O.G. Ries Jr. 
The Ries family owns two 20-acre 
parcels in Cehada Canyon in an area that 
the committee is recommending for 40- 
acre zoning. 
Johnson said Ries would be able to 
build on his land within the restrictions 
imposed on every landowner despite the 
fact that the land would be designated 
"legal non-conforming," because of the 
proposed 40-acre zoning. 


Lockheed, 1AM 
representatives 
slate meeting

Lockheed, Corp. representatives and 
International Association of Machinists 
Union leaders have agreed to meet next 
Wednesday in Sunnyvale at a meeting 
arranged by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliatory Service. 
Local 2217 IAM Pres. Ed Leach this 
morning said 2217 Base Steward Claude 
Callan would attend the 10 a.m. meeting 
with the large aerospace firm 
Leach said the meeting is "not a 
negotiating session. They will probably 
just outline some negotiating sessions." 
In Sunnyvale this morning, Lockheed 
spokesman Will Hillbrink said, "the idea 
is to get the two parties together and to 
meet and that’s about all we know at this 
point." 
“ This is all tentative," Leach ex­ 
plained, "it could change two or three 
times before then. But I feel pretty sure 
that this meeting will come off.” 
Leach said he was hopeful Lockheed 
would present a "complete offer" if 
negotiating sessions do reconvene. 
"Up until now,” he said, "we still don’t 
have a complete offer from the company 
for the entire corporation including 
Vandenberg. We hope this time they fold 
in responses to local issues at what they 
call the remote bases — Santa Cruz, 
Vandenberg. Cape Kennedy and San 
Diego." 
The estimated 125 machinists who 
struck Vandenberg, Leach said, were 
concerned that the company didn’t want 
to give raises to the lower labor grades 
and wanted to change the seniority provi­ 
sions. 
Hiking seniority eligibility from six to 
fifteen years to "bump" into lower 
labor positions in the event of layoffs, 
Leach said was "a pretty important local 
issue. 
"W e weren’t that far apart on wages. 
Without quoting any figures, I would say 
we’re within two or three per cent on 
wages." 
More than 17,000 IAM members struck 
Lockheed Monday, affecting production 
of L1011 jetliners and Navy anti­ 
submarine planes at plants in Burbank 
and Palmdale 
The estimated 125 IAM members 
which struck the Lockheed Space and

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter said he and Panamanian leader 
Omar Torrijos today "successfully re­ 
solved the major differences of in­ 
terpretation” concerning U.S. defense 
and maritime rights in the Panama 
Canal treaties. 
Carter made the statement after 
meeting with Torrijos at the White 
House for more than 90 minutes to dis­ 
cuss the treaties, which have raised a 
storm of criticism in the Senate. 
He gave no details but called the 
meeting “ very productive.” 
A possible clarifying statement to be 
issued by the United States and Panama, 
is under discussion, officials said. 
Carter said he and Panama’s leader — 
who treaty opponents charge is an iron- 
fisted dictator — had "successuflly 
resolved the major differences of inter­ 
pretation that have been raised about 
rights in the Canal...and the right of ex­ 
peditious passage." 


"W e pointed out that we have no inten­ 
tion of intervening,” Carter said, referr­ 
ing to charges that Panama would not let 
the United States intervene in a canal 
emergency after taking control of the 
canal in 2000 
Carter invited Torrijos to the White 
House for the second time in five weeks 
to discuss the treaties — which must be 
be approved by the Senate. 
"Tlie President feels he and Gen. 
Torrijos never had a misunderstanding, 
nor was there any misunderstanding 
between the negotiators,” said White 
House Deputy Press Secretary Rex 
Granum. 
"But both wanted to make sure there 
are no uncertainties prior to the 
plebiscite and the Senate vote here.” 
Granum said. He referred to apparent 
plans by the two governments to issue a 
cla rify in g statem ent prior to a 
nationwide vote on the treaties by 
Panamanians in nine days. 
Carter won't change 
energy proposals 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Energy 
Secretary James Schlesinger said today 
the administration would "absolutely 
not" consider rewriting its battered 
energy plan to ensure congressional pas­ 
sage. 
He said the oil and gas industries have 
“ a public passion for confusing them­ 
selves with the deserving poor. They are 
just not the deserving poor." 
Schlesinger, echoing President 
Carter’s strong denunciation of the in­ 
dustry at a Thursday news conference, 
said the Carter plan is "the only 
reasonable way to attack the energy 
problem.” 
The new energy secretary spoke out as 
oil industry officials reacted bitterly to 
C arter’s Thursday warning about 
"potential war profiteering in the im­ 
pending energy crisis. This could develop 
with the passing months," he said, “ as 
the biggest rip-off in history." 
"The oil companies apparently want it 
a ll!" Carter said. "Our proposals would 
give the oil companies the highest prices 
for oil in all the world, but still they want 
more!" 
Today, Schlesinger was asked if he 
would consider rewriting the program to 


fit congressional and industry expecta­ 
tions. “ Absolutely not," was his im­ 
mediate response. 
He was interviewed on ABC’s Good 
Morning America program. 
Industry spokesmen, meanwhile, 
reacted to the administration attack 
with obvious anger. 


One called the Carter-Schlesinger 
salvo a “ desperation strategy." 
"The President has misled the 
American people about the motivation 
and character of an entire industry that 
must be a vital force in resolving the 
nation’s energy policies,” said A.V 
Jones Jr., president of the Independent 
Petroleum Association of America. 


Jones said Carter had embarked on a 
"desperation strategy to save in ill- 
conceived program that is floundering in 
Congress." 
And Richard Lesher, president of the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, called 
Carter’s comments “ shocking." 
"He masks the fact that return on in­ 
vestment by oil producers has remained 
around the same level or slightly less 
than industry as a whole in recent 
years," said Lesher.

Directors of Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District (SM ID ), last 
night rejected a last ditch appeal by 
directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District to subscribe for 
state project water. 
SMID directors composed a six-page 
position paper and a cover letter, which 
they are forwarding to the SYRWCD. 
Details of the position paper were not 
immediately available this morning, but 
Leslie Wilkes, president of the SMID 
board said the directors had not changed 
their position from the one of rejection 
announced a couple of weeks ago. 
"We don’t think we’ve seen the bottom 
line," Wilkes said referring to the com­ 
plex financial, legal and institutional fac­ 
tors that surround the state water 
project. 
Wilkes conceded that he and others cm 


the board were unhappy about the furore 
raised by SM ID’s refusal to file a formal 
subscription for some of the state 
project water entitlement. 
Wilkes didn’t elaborate on the reasons 
for SMID’s continued refusal, but it is 
known that the directors are concerned 
about the costs of subscribing to the 
state project. 


Last night’s meeting came on the heels 
of a joint session Tuesday with the 
SYRWCD board. During that session, 
Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for the 
water district, said SMID and Goleta 
County Water District were the only two 
major water purveyors in the county to 
decline to file a formal subscription for 
state water. 


SMID supplies its municipal and in­ 
dustrial customers from two wells, but 
also buys some water from Improve­ 
ment District 1.

Water battle 
gaining speed

Sporadic skirmishes between those 
| favoring and opposing State Project 
water are gradually building up to full- 
scale confrontations as the county super­ 
visors, County Water Agency, special 
water districts and the purveyors make 
ready for what is seen as the "water bat­ 
tle of the century.” 
The main bout of the week has just oc­ 
curred between Stanley Hatch, legal 
counsel for the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation D istrict, and Robert 
Goodwin, counsel for the Goleta County 
Water District. 
They took off their gloves and swung 
verbal haymakers in the final of a series 
of water problem discussions held in 
Santa Barbara by Santa Barbara City 
College. 


Hatch, labeled as strictly pro-State 
water, warned that should the South 
Coast turn down supplemental water 
from Northern California, and keep 
turning to the “ trough” in the Santa 
Ynez River watershed for its continuing 
needs, legal reprisals of a costly and 
lengthy nature could result. 
Goodwin, a fellow Santa Barbara at­ 
torney, promptly described Hatch’s 
warning as "litigious blackmail," adding 
that Hatch’s tactics were symbolic of 
lawyers who muddied the water picture 
and stymied efforts to solve area water 
problems. 
Goodwin said "p o litician s and 
bureaucrats were also to blame” in his 
opinion for failing to engage in long- 
range water planning. 
Hatch felt that further diversion of 
water through the mountain tunnel to the 
South Coast could mean finis for Santa 


Ynez Valley agriculture. 
Local water moratoriums had to be 
imposed “ to stop the problem before it 
got worse” on the South Coast, claimed 
Goodwin, whose Goleta district was the 
first of three South Coast water districts 
to put a lid on water use. 


Meanwhile, Board of Supervisors 
chairman Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, said Thursday he would predict 
that county voters would approve bonds 
for import of state water if the matter 
came before the electorate in the 
November, 1978, election as is sought. 


He indicated he felt circumstances - 
including dry years, soaring real estate 
prices and lack of housing 8 were inten­ 
sifying and would probably continue to in 
coming years, so long as water supplies 
were short and growth demands con­ 
tinued.

State experts ready 
new tax proposal 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - Top 
Brown administration tax ex­ 
perts say they are preparing a 
simplified property tax relief 
proposal in an effort to avoid 
the legislative wrangling that 
stymied such plans earlier this 
year. 
Finance Director Roy Bell 
said in an interview Thursday, 
however, that the administra­ 
tion considers the controversial 
method of using personal in­ 
come to determine relief “ one 
of our mainstays.” 
Bell said his department is 
preparing a “ series of alter­ 
natives’’ but cannot determine 
the cost of the plan because no 
final decisions have been made. 
He said the basics of the plar. 
are much the same as those 
proposed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. last January 
They include strict revenue 
limits on local government, the 
so-called “ split roll” method of 
taxing business and residential 


property and a “ modest" for­ 
mula using income amd home 
value as the basis for determin­ 
ing aid. 
A constitutional amendment 
allowing the split roll — dif­ 
ferent tax rates for commer­ 
cial property and residences — 
already has been passed by the 
legislature and will appear on 
the June 1978 ballot for voter 
consideration. 
Bell admitted using income 
and home value as the formula 
for setting relief was a major 
stumbling block to property tax 
relief bills twice rejected by the 
Senate. 
Republicans argued against 
the formula, called “ circuit 
breaker,” and termed it “ social 
engineering" designed to "re ­ 
distribute the wealth 
Some Democrats assailed it 
as weighted unfairly against 
m id d le-in com e 
p ro p e rty 
owners, but Bell said the for­ 
mula can be changed. 
Senate panel passes 
Redwood expansion 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee has ap­ 
proved a bill allowing for the 
expansion of Redwood National 
Park by 48,000 acres to protect 
against erosion caused by logg­ 
ing operations around its 
borders 
The legislation bill was pas­ 
sed Thursday and now goes to 
the Senate for action, con­ 
sidered lik e ly before ad­ 
journm ent this year 
But 
similar legislation is mired in 
the House Rules Committee 
and m ay not g o t ou t untU th e 


next session of Congress. 
The b ill authorizes $359 
million for the expansion of the 
park but. as amended in the 
committee Thursday, it pro­ 
vides no money for helping 
those who might be put out of 
work by the preservation of 
more forest land.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The Dow Chemical and Shell 
Oil companies admit they long 
knew the insecticide D BCP 
could damage their workers’ 
testicles, but they never 
warned them of that danger. 


Two months ago, 90 workers 
at three different plants han­ 
dling D BCP were found to be 
sterile. Last month one em­ 
ploye was found to have cancer 
of the testicles. 
At a hearing conducted by 
Donald Vial, California director 
of industrial relations, re­ 
presentatives of the two compa­ 


nies said Thursday a study in 
1957 showed D BCP exposure 
caused damage to the testes 
and many other organs. 


Because of testicular atrophy 
in rats and other animals, a 1961 
report by the University of 
California recommended close 
observation of all persons ex­ 
posed to DBCP. but did not 
specify how 


In 1973 the National Cancer 
Institute declared DBCP a car­ 
cinogen. and in 1976 the En­ 
viro n m en tal 
P ro tectio n 
Agency made it a candidate for 


a ban. 
All this time D BCP labels 
warned against breathing and 
skin contact, but did not say 
why. 
Etcyl Blair, a Dow represen­

Peter Weiner, V ial’s chief 
counsel, dismissed the a r­ 
gument. “ I say to you that in 
1976. at least, you had a duty as

Mark Rudd 
discharged 
from court 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - Mark 
Rudd, once a leading figure in 
the underground Weatherman 
group, was granted an uncondi­ 
tional discharge in Manhattan 
Criminal Court after pleading 
guilty to trespass charges aris­ 
ing from the student riots at 
Columbia University more than 
nine years ago 
Rudd Thursday was permit­ 
ted to plead guilty to the 
trespass charge to cover an in­ 
formation accusing him of un­ 
law ful assem bly, crim inal 
s o lic ita tio n , 
ob structin g 
government administration and 
jumping bail. 
The charges arose from the 
often-violent campus demon­ 
strations Rudd led at Columbia 
in May of 1968 
During the demonstrations 
students occupied buildings and 
held s e v e ra l 
p ro fesso rs 
hostage. 
Judge Milton Williams ac­ 
cepted Rudd’s guilty plea and 
granted him his freedom with 
the agreement of the Manhat­ 
tan district attorney’s office 
He could have received a 
maximum of 90 days in jail or a 
$1,000 fine, plus one year’s 
probation. 
The leader of the Students for 
a Democratic Society during 
his college years, the M a­ 
plewood, N.J., native later 
became a Weatherman leader. 


Eastern Seaboard braces 
for anticipated storm 


BANGKOK, Thailand (U P I) 
— Three Americans aboard a 
yacht apparently seized by 
Vietnamese gunboats in the 
South China Sea reported 
tonight in a radio message that 
they are safe, and are being 
towed to Saigon. 


An amateur radio operator in 
Bangkok who monitored the 
transmission said it indicated 
the woman and two men were 
still aboard their 39-foot yacht 
Brillig. 
“ We are all O .K.,” the mes­ 
sage from the Brillig said. 
“ We are being towed to 
Saigon and should arrive there 
some time tomorrow,” the 
radio operator quoted the crew 
as saying. 
“ Please tell our relatives in 
the United States that we are 
all O .K.” 
Cornelia Anne “ Cricket" Del- 
lenbaugh, 28, of Vero Beach, 
F la ., the owner of the yacht, ap­ 
parently made the radio tran­ 
sm ission. A second radio 
operator who monitored the 
conversation 
identified 
her 
voice. 
“ We are being escorted by 
three Vietnamese ships," she 
said. 
The Brillig ’s crew had earlier 
reported they were being fired 
on. and their radio went off the 
air after a final message that 
said: “ Our vessel is being ram­ 
med.” 
Officials had said they could 
have fallen into the hands of 
either Vietnamese or Cambodi­ 
an naval forces or pirates 
operating in the South China 
Sea

(U P I) — H eart transplant 
pioneer Christiaan Barnard has 
become the first surgeon to im­ 
plant a chimpanzee heart inside 
a human — a 60-year-old patient 
who was reported doing well. 
Barnard, who made history 
nearly 10 years ago with the 
first human-to-human heart 
transplant, said he was “ very 
tired ” after the four-hour 
operation Thursday afternoon 
in Groote Schuur hospital. 
Barnard. 55, was expected to 
make a statement today on the 
operation, said sources at the 
hospital, who added the patient, 
identified only as a 60-year-old 
white person, was recovering 


satisfactorily. 
The sources said the chim­ 
panzee heart im plant was 
similar to the procedure Bar­ 
nard used earlier this year to 
implant a baboon heart in an 
Italian woman, who died within 
hours after the operation. 
After that operation — the 
first time he tried using a ba­ 
boon heart — Barnard told 
reporters the baboon heart had 
been too weak to help the 
woman’s own heart keep her 
blood flowing. He said chimpan­ 
zee hearts were larger and 
therefore more com patible 
with humans. 
The sources said the ‘ piggy­ 
back’’ implantation, which Bar­ 


nard pioneered nearly four 
years ago, involves grafting the 
heart of an anim al to the 
patient’s own failing heart so 
that both organs can work in 
tandem. 
The donor heart is not ex­ 
pected to remain permanently 
embedded in a human, but is 
used as a stopgap measure 
while a critically ill patient 
waits for a suitable human 
donor organ. 
Hospital sources said Belgian 
surgeon Jacques Losman, for 
years head of Barnard’s re­ 
search unit at Groote Schuur, 
assisted Barnard in the latest 
operation by removing the 
chimpanzee’s heart.

Lou Zivkovich a lot — a fee 
weekend in Hawaii, $1,000, the 
friendship of Mae West, offers 
of movie and television roles 
and Miss Arizona.

A hearing was scheduled in 
Superior Court today on his suit 
against the school board of Ap­ 
ple Valley, a small town in the 
Mojave Desert about 75 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles. 
Zivkovich complained he lost 
$8,000 in pay because, in the 
controversy over his appear­ 
ance in the nude, he lost the ex­ 
tra pay duties that went with 
his job as a gym teacher at Ap­ 
ple V a lle y 
H igh Scho ol, 
chairman of the physical educa­ 
tion department and coach of 


the tennis team. 
He said that before acceping 
the Playgirl offer — $1,000 and 
an expense paid weekend in 
Hawaii to model unclothed on 
the rocks and beaches — he 
asked a school district official 
whether there would be any 
objection and was told that 
“ what a teacher does on his 
own time is his own business ” 


But. in October 1974, the 
board voted unanimously to fire 
Zivkovich. He appealed and in 
January, 1975, a three-member 
hearing panel upheld him, say­ 
ing that although he may have 
shown poor judgment he was “a 
responsible individual fit to 
serve as a teacher.’’ 


Bandits hold unusual 


employe for ransom 


BANGKOK, Thailand (U P I) 
— Armed bandits have kid­ 
naped the em ploye of an 
American company and are 
holding their victim for $1,500 
in ransom in the southern Thai 
jungles, police sources said to­ 
day. 
The six-ton elephant — 
probably the world's largest 
kidnap victim - was used by 
Munford Inc. of Atlanta to haul 
rattan until the beast was ab­ 
ducted at gunpoint almost two 
weeks ago. the sources said 
According to still fragmen­ 
tary reports, the elephant was 
used to pack rattan from the 
jungle to roads for transport to 
Bangkok, where it was used in 
making furniture. 
Using an elephant in the rat­ 
tan business is new. although 
Thais work hundreds of trained 
elephants, 
m ostly 
in 
m oving 
teaklogs and other timber tn 
the jungles. 
The kidnaped beast, police 
said, was bought two months 
* 
ago for $3,000 The company 
reportedly owns other ele­ 
phants. but the kidnaped 
pachyderm is the largest 
The bandits, according to 
reports reaching Bangkok, 
chased off a security guard at a 
jungle camp owned by the firm 
and made off with the animal. 
The camp was in Chumphol 
Province, 240 miles south of 
Bangkok The province borders

Investigators said the undercover operation ended 
when LaFrentz was handed a bomb and told by gang 
leaders to bomb the car of a rival gang member. 
LaFrentz said he was proud to become a member of 
the Hell’s Angels. Club membership, he said, “ offered 
the freedom of being alive and doing whatever you 
wanted to do. And things came your way, like women 
and drugs and power and prestige. People who don t 
even know you fear you. It s like being a young super­ 
man.” 
The Angels feel that those killed or tortured or 
stomped upon deserve the violence, he said, “ unless 
(the Angels) needed amusement — it was better than 
watching football on tv. 


AM ARILLO , Tex. (U P I) - In 
1914 a farmer could trade two 
bushels of com for a pair of 
shoes, but today the farmer 
would have to swap more than 
10 bushels for the same shoes 
That’s the problem thousands 
of mid-American farmers hope 
to bring to the nation’s atten­ 
tion today in a rally for the 
higher crop prices they say are 
necessary to insure the nation’s 
agricultural future. 
The Panhandle ra lly , a 
venting of farmers’ frustration, 
again will be sending a strike 
message to the federal govern­ 
ment. 
An estim aed 15,000 
farmers from 30 states are ex­ 
pected to participate. 
Farm ers involved in the 
movement known as American 
Agriculture and headquartered 
in Springfield, Colo., promised 
to plow under recently sown 
wheat if the governm ent 
doesn’t agree to guarantee 
prices of $5 03 a bushel by 
December 14 The current price 
is $2 90 per bushel 


The success of any farmer 
strike depends on three factors: 
—How many farmers would 
participate and how much 
acreage would they allow to 
stand idle? 
“ It would take 20 per cent of 
the total acres of farmland or 
more for the thing to be a suc­ 
cess,” said veteran Panhandle 
farm and ranch editor Bedford 
Forrest. 
—W ill bankers finance farm­ 
ers during the strike? 
‘‘T h ey’ve got 
to liv e ,” 
Forrest said. “ Most farmers 
don’t have a backlog of money. 
What will the country’s bankers 
say?” 
Many could obtain financing 
for a slack year, but only if they 
h ave 
enough 
e q u ity 
to 
guarantee their loans. 
—W ill the Team sters and 
other unions observe a farmers’ 
strike? 
“ Some truckers have indicat­ 
ed they will not cross picket 
lines.” Forrest said. “ If that 
happens the strike will be a 


roaring success. There isn’t a 
city in the country that can last 
more than three days if their 
food supplies by truck are cut 
off.” 
Forrest described parity as a 
widely misunderstood element 
of fa rm e rs’ dem ands. He 
characterized parity as the 
prices brought by agricultural 
goods from 1910 through 1914. 


“ That was when agricultural 
goods were considered to be on 
a full economic basis (equity) 
with all other products,” he 
said. “ A man could trade two 
bushels of corn for a pair of 
shoes Today the farmer would 
have to trade over 10 bushels of 
corn for a pair of work shoes.” 


The first American Agricul­ 
ture rally was held last month 
in Colorado and attracted an es- 
tim ated 
30,000 
fa rm e rs. 
A griculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland addressed the Colora­ 
do group, but no top federal of­ 
ficials will be present for the 
Texas rally.

A1 Kremer dresses appropriately for 
every Ordeal he faces, which is more 
than many of us can say. 
But then, “horse’s hides and pony 
tails” might not be quite as appealing to 
us. Kremer is executive director of the 
Boy Scouts in Lompoc; he is describing 
material he used to make a Sioux Indian 
costume 23 years ago. 
The costume and Kremer attend every 
Ordeal, which is a Boy Scout term for 
preparing a camp for winter. Rancho 
Alegre near Lake Cachuma is closed 
each October. Ceremonies include some 
Plains Indian dancing by Kramer, a skill 
he plans to teach Lompoc’s Order of the 
Arrow members 
‘ ’S c o u t i n g s e e m s to i n v o l v e 
everything,” the director grins. 
He says he manages to use all the ex­ 
perience he gained as a one-time Eagle 
Scout; a San Diego State College 
graduate (major in business administra­ 
tion and triple minors—marine biology, 
industrial arts, speech arts); and a 
former airlines employe 
Teaching Indian Dancing to the Scout 
Troop of a neighbor in San Diego led him 
to a full-time Boy Scout job in 1969. He 
began serving Lompoc in 1976. 
“We’re listed as an educational move­ 
ment rather than as an activity 
organization,” he says of Boy Scouts. 
“The impact on a boy can be manifold’’ 
because of the varied programs. 
The Lompoc District of Boy Scouts’ 
Mission Council currently has more than 
900 youth and 475 adult members. There 
are 30 Cub Packs, Scout Troops and Ex­ 
plorer Posts covering ages eight to 21. 
Seventeen girls belong to the Explorer 
Posts. 
The director is involved in helping es­ 
tablish three new Cub Packs and two Ex­ 
plorer Posts, one for backpacking and 
another that will work with the security 
police at Vandenberg AFB. He works 
with volunteers from an office donated 
by Earl Calvert in the Lompoc Theater 
Building, 122 North H St. 
Kremer is pleased that a yearly 
r e c r u itin g drive has yielded a 
membership expansion this fall. He 


hopes to have special units for both men­ 
tally and physically handicapped youths 
operating this year. 
Other Scouts will benefit from a new 
program being devised by Boy Scout Kip 
Sharpe, Kremer believes 
Sharpe is 
working on a unit that will help youths 
understand the problems of the han­ 
dicapped by stimulating some circum­ 
stances, such as walking an obstacle 
course while blindfolded. 
Another "first” for the Scouts this 
y e a r w a s a Cub Day Cam p at 
Vandenberg Picnic Grounds this sum­ 
mer. It kept 107 Cubs busy productively 
for a week; a bonus was the employment 
of some older Scouts on the 25-member 
staff. 
“It was their first job experience. 
Several have applied to be on the regular 
staff next year,” he says. “I think that’s 
just one of the kinds of growth that Boy 
Scouts can offer.” 
Kremer has praise for the adult 
leadership—“they’re terrific.” Lompoc 
members of the Mission Council board 
are Walt Livingston, Dr. Clarence 
Bloom, Charles Hurlbut, Charles LeRoy, 
Earl Calvert, Dr 
Larry Heiges and 
Leroy Begg. 
But some parents do refuse to par­ 
ticipate with their sons and that poses 
problems for Kremer. 
“We can’t force any adult, although 
getting the necessary adult leadership is 
one of the hardest parts of the job. All we 
can do is try to encourage parents to 
become part of their child’s life.” 
Kremer followed his own prescription 
by convincing his wife, Madelyn, to 
become a Den Mother for their son s Cub 
Scout Pack. Kremer was a Den Dad. 
“She’s really enjoyed it,” he says "I 
think sharing this common ground of in­ 
terest has strengthened our family ties.” 
Each Scout unit is self-sufficient, but 
the back-up services required cost 
money. Lompoc Valley United Way 
provided $6.500 of the Boy Scouts’ 
operating funds last year; $7,500 was 
requested. If the $86,000 United Way 
goal—shared by 14 other agencies—is 
met by the community, Boy Scouts will 


receive more funding. 
Kremer believes any increased 
funding would be spent wisely. 
He sees needs for more equipment at 
Rancho Alegre, so that more Scouts may 
use it for more varied activities. He also 
wishes for some better duplicating 
equipment to aid informational efforts. 


“I’d really like to do a better job in 
showing adults as well as kids just what 
the Scouting program is, and what it can 
do for them,” he comments. 
“I think we could reach more kids. And 
some of them could really use Boy 
Scouts.”

The board o! directors of the 
Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices District Wednesday night 
agreed that a modified joint 
powers sewer agreement with 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District would require 
what was described as “ careful 
review.” 
With few exceptions, direc­ 
tors of SM ID moved last week 
to change portions of the pact 
as requested by Ray Walsh of 
the State W ater Resources 
Control Board. 
Board members, who it was 
said, did not have an oppor­ 
tunity to look at the revised 
agreement until the time of the 
meeting, felt that the board as a 
whole will have to take into con­ 
sideration any points raised by 
every member of the board as 
to what they feel should be in 
the agreement. 
Taking 
under advisement 
comments offered by board 
members, Peggy McEUigott, 
attorney for the district, will 
work the district negotiating 
co m m itte e 
of d ire c to rs 
Leonard Kelsey and John Pap­ 
pas in drafting a letter to SM ID 
in an attempt to spell out what 
was described as important to 
the Santa Ynez District. 
The negotiating committee 
was empowered by the board to 
n o tify S M ID of intended 
changes in the agreement as 
requested by Santa Ynez and to 
request a joint meeting of the 
two boards as soon as possible 
in an attempt to obtain a final 
decision from SM ID on the 
changes. 
Board members agreed with 
a suggestion of director Brax­ 
ton Smith that the district es­ 
tablish a firm cut off date for 
negotiations with SM ID to coin­ 
cide with the time the engineer 
for the SYCSD has gathered all 
the information needed for the 
study pertaining to Santa Ynez 
developing its own sanitary dis­ 
posal system.

Representatives of flood con­ 
trol and D of T pointed out 
problems in their areas of 
jurisdiction were above ground 
and could be remedied. 
Following presentation of a 
report by Bugh on plans for a 
possible creation of a com­ 
munity sanitary disposal plant, 
members indicated they were 
in disfavor of such a facility. 
In his report, Bugh estimated 
the cost of a sanitary disposal 
plant and lines would cost 
$1,100,000. 
Funding he said 
could be by a 75 per cent federal 
grant; 12Vi per cent of the cost 
from the county and state and 
the balance from the com­ 


munity. He estimated connec­ 
tion fees would be $1,100 with a 
service charge of $102 a year 
The charge for those who would 
have to abandon th eir in­ 
dividual septic systems would 
be $2,400. 
While on the subject of roads, 
Doree Webb, administrative as­

new Gallup Poll indicating a 
lack of public understanding 
about the role and nature of 
two-year college, the California 
Community and Junior College 
Association (CCJCA) of which 
Allan Hancock College is a 
member, has initiated a study 
aimed at revising the state's 
Education Code to reflect the 
true mission of the community 
colleges 
The CCJCA Board of Direc­ 
to rs, m eeting recen tly in 
Sacramento voted to establish a 
special Task Force to propose a 
revision of the mission state­ 
ment of the California com­ 
munity colleges found in the 
Education Code 
The review 
would consider inclusion of the 
two-year college's important 
role in occupational education 
and adult education. 
Dr Lloyd E 
Messersmith, 
CCJCA executive director, said 


that the need for the study was 
reinforced by a recent Gallup 
Poll which indicated that 45 per 
cent of the respondents 
believed that the prim ary mis­ 
sion of the community college 
was to provide prelim inary 
academic training so that stu­ 
dents could go to a four-year 
college or university. 
Creation of the CCJCA Task 
Force to revise the community 
college mission statement was 
prompted by a 1976 California 
Postsecondary Education Com- 
m is s io n 
stu d y 
e n t itle d 
“ Through the Open Door,” 
which 
stated: 
“ Community 
colleges should be recognized 
as ‘less than baccalaureate' in­ 
situations of 
postsecondary 
education in the Education 
Code and elsewhere, with state­ 
ments of function refined so as 
to give proper emphasis to the 
mission of serving community 
needs and providing oppor 


tunities for continuing educa­ 
tion for local residents." 
“ E x is t in g s ta t e m e n ts 
relative to the com m unity 
college mission are oudated and 
deficient in a number of 
respects,” Dr. Messersmith 
said, “ once the statement has 
been updated, the Association 
w ill in itiate the necessary 
procedure to seek modification 
of the Education Code.” 
Dr. Messersmith noted that 
an important conclusion of the 
Gallup Poll was that only four 
per cent of those Americans 
polled would pursue a bac­ 
calaureate degree if they were 
to return to school. Results of 
the Poll were made public last 
week 
C o m m is s io n e d by the 
American Association of Com- 
munitv and Junior Colleges, the 
Poll indicated that the m ajority 
of those surveyed would seek 
education for personal im ­ 


provement or enrichment (49 
per cent) classes that would 
help them to get a different job 
(11 per cent); and would take 
classes that would help them 
move up in present job (17 per 
cent). 
Asked where they would at­ 
tempt to obtain the education, a 
majority indicated they would 
seek it at community and junior 
colleges (21 per cent) and 
vocational/technical 
schools 
(27 per cent). Twenty-five per 
cent would look to four-year 
colleges and universities, and 
10 per cent to local high schools. 
Commenting on the survey, 
Edmund J Gleazer Jr . presi­ 
dent of the American Associa­ 
tion of Community and Junior 
Colleges, said community and 
junior colleges and technical in­ 
stitutes would appear to figure 
importantly in the minds of 
persons interested enrichment, 
job training, and job upgrading 


central features of th eir 
programs. 
“ Preparation for transfer to 
four-year institutions is an im­ 
portant function,” he said, “ but 
it does not take precedence 
over occupational education 
designed to prepare people for 
jobs — and adult education”

" If the walnuts on your tree 
are turning black, they 
probably are infested with the 
walnut husk fly. 
However," 
says Clarence S. Davis, Univer­ 
sity of California Cooperative 
Extension entomologist, "the 
quality of the nutmeat will not 
be seriously affected. 
Since 
this pest is difficult to control, 
many home growers just learn 
to tolerate it.” 
The adult husk fly is about the 
same size as a house fly and is a 
tawny brown color with a 
yellow spot on the back. The 
wings have three prominent 
dark bands, one of which ex­ 
tends around the wing tip to 
form a "V ” shape. The banded 
wings distinguish this fly from 
others found in the walnut 
orchard. 
The femaly fly punctures the 
walnut husk at the end of July 
or the beginning of August (con­ 
tinuing to harvest), Davis says. 


and lays 12 to 15 eggs just 
beneath its skin. The puncture 
is difficult to see at first but in a 
few days a small circular black 
spot develops. Later a droplet 
of fluid exudes from the punc­ 
ture site. 
The larvae (maggots) that 
hatch from the eggs feed within 
the husk but never go inside the 
shell. 
However, they leave 
large blackened areas of decay 
that cause a permanent dark 
stain on the shell. 
The stain 
does not injure the meat in any 
way, Davis says, but may 
darken it. 
Early infestations, 
though, may sometimes caused 
shriveled nut meats. 
Infested nuts do not drop easi­ 
ly from the tree and must be 
knocked down but if they fall on 
a patio or deck, they may stain 
it. Also, infested husks are dif­ 
ficult to remove from the shell. 
Davis says the natural insect 
enemies of the walnut husk fly 


are not an effective control and 
since proper spray coverage is 
difficult and is only moderately 
effective, many homeowners 
just put up with the fly. 
Davis recommends the 
prompt collection and disposal 
of ¿11 husks containing larvae. 
This reduces the potential 
number of over-wintering 
pupae. 
Picking infested nuts 
before the larvae drops to the 
ground is the most effective 
way of doing this, but, he 
warns, the nut meat will not be 
mature at this time and the 
walnut crop will, therefore, be 
reduced. 
Since the fly is able to lay 
eggs only after the husk has 
become soft enough to be punc­ 
tured, some walnut varieties 
are more susceptible than 
others. 
The husk fly prefers 
varieties that have thick, soft 
husks and ripen late like the 
native black walnut. 


Susceptible English walnut 
varieties include Eureka, 
Franquette, Mayette, Klondike, 
Harley and Waterloo. 
Davis 
says less susceptible varieties 
include 
Payne, 
Ashley, 
Placenita. Erhardt, Ware.

Righetti could 
spoil Braves' 
spotless mark

When the Lom poc football team 
watched film s of the Righetti Warriors 
this week, it was like looking in a mirror. 
The Warriors feature basically the 
sam e offensive and defensive sets as the 
Braves. 
The big difference is that Lompoc is 4- 
0 with a No. 1 rating in the Northwestern 
Conference poll, while Righetti is 1-3, 
and lucky to have that good a record. 
The two team s square off tonight at 
Dave Boyd Field in Santa Maria to open 
Northern League play. 
Game time is 
8 o’clock. 
Lompoc is going into the gam e with an 
a lm ost in ju ry-free team , that has 
knocked off four 4-A schools in a row. 
Righetti is countering with a squad 
that lost their first three games, and 
barely squeaked out a win last week 
against Santa Clara. 16-14. a 1-A school. 
The Warriors will be without the ser­ 
vices of first string, all-league quarter­ 
back candidate, Dave Lockhart. 
In addition, their all-league receiver, 
Omar Gracia has been ineffective in the 
pre-league season. 
What Righetti does have is a strong 
defense 
“ We really respect their linebackers 
and front line,” said Lompoc coach Mike 
Warren 
The Braves are entitled to their share 
of respect, too. 
Senior tailback Pat Fridrich is one of 
the hottest players in the CIF at the pre­ 
sent, leading all rushers with 650 yards 
on the ground 
The Lompoc defense has risen to the 
occasion when n ecessa ry , as they 
recorded a near-shutout in the Braves 


19-2 win over St. Francis last week 
It all adds up to a No. 1 rating for four 
successive weeks for Lompoc. 
But the rating means nothing to the 
Braves according to Warren 
“It doesn’t affect us at all,” claim s 
Warren. 
“We don’t talk about it. we 
don’t even think about it. The only rating 
that counts is the one we get after nine 
games, and hopefully 13.” 
Against Warren the past two years. 
Righetti has lost, but traditionally for 
the Braves, they have been a spoiler 
Three years ago at Huyck Stadium. 
Righetti surprised and upset a Lompoc 
team that went 11-2 that year. Their only 
other loss was in the CIF semi-finals 
“Righetti is tough this year,” insists 
Warren. 
“They are a much better 
coached team than they were last year, 
and they are coming off an emotional 
win.” 
But the Braves aren’t dragging their 
feet either. 
“We’ve improved a lot in four weeks 
and we’ve about accomplished what 
w e’ve set out to do.’ claim s Warren.

In water polo depth 
has different meaning 


Som etim es it’s hard to understand a 
water polo coach. Take for instance ter­ 
minology 
When all the other coaches are talking 
about depth’ as being a factor in a game, 
they mean how well their substitutes 
perform if needed 
But in talking to Bob Boyer of Cabnllo 
and A1 Jaenicke of Lompoc the depth of 
the pool will be a factor as the two 
schools m eet in a non-league contest 
Saturday at the Cabrillo pool beginning 
at 8 p m 
“ I don’t think it will be a real high- 
scoring gam e, because of the shallow 
pool,” Boyer said, “ but I think it’s going 
to be a good game ” 
Jaenicke echoed Boyer’s statement. “ I 
don’t think anyone is going to score more 
than six goals because the pool is so 
shallow ” 
The reason for all the concern is that 
rules state if a player in the pool touches 
any part of the pool with his feet or 
hands a violation has been committed 
Those who play water polo learn to 
tread water very quickly.

LOS ANGELES (UPI> - The New 
York Yankees, a team which has thrived 
on adversitv all season long, will attempt 
to shrug off the latest rift between 
manager Billy Martin and right fielder 
Reggie Jackson, sending right-hander 
Mike Torrez to the mound against 
southpaw Tommy John today in the third 
game of the World Series. 
The Martin-Jackson feud, which has 
sim m ered 
from hot to lukew arm 
throughout the year, rose to the boiling 
point again Thursday after some critical 
remarks the rightfileder made of the 
Yankee manager’s decision to pitch 
“Catfish” Hunter in game two, won 6-1 
by the Dodgers. 
Hunter, who had not pitched in nearly 
a month, was rocked by three home runs 
in the first three innings, causing the 
Yankees to be out of the game before 
they were ever in it. 
“If you hadn’t pitched in a month what 
do you think the problem would be?” 
Jackson told assembled newsmen after 
the game. “How do you send a man in to 
pitch the World Series when he hasn’t 
pitched in over a month?’’ 
Martin, who had to be restrained from 
punching out Jackson in the Yankee 
dugout during a nationally televised 
midseason game with the Boston Red 
Sox, was visibly and vocally incensed 
when informed of the latest remarks 
from his outspoken $3 million outfielder. 
“It seem s to me he (Jackson) has got 
enough problems trying to play rightfield 
than to be se c o n d -g u e s s in g th e 
manager.” fired back Martin. “ A true 
Yankee doesn’t criticize another Yankee 
or another Yankee manager. If I’m gon­ 
na back that bleep, why doesn’t he back 
m e’’ What do we have here — a one-way 


“We re all pulling together to try and 
win this thing for the Yankees,” Martin 
added, forcing a smile. “Did I say that 
right? Well if he doesn’t like it, he can 
kiss my Dago behind.” 
There was also speculation that 
Jackson, who was benched by Martin in 
the final game of the American League 
playoffs with Kansas City because of his 
inability to hit left-hander Paul Split- 
torff, might also be kept out of Friday’s 
lineup against John 
Jackson, still smouldering inside over 
that rebuke, grew testy with reporters 
when asked if he expected to be in the 
lineup. 
“ Martin hasn’t talked to me all year,” 
Jackson said “What more can he do to 
me? H e’s already dem eaned me. I 
haven’t been an everyday player ever 
since I’ve been here If he can win this 
thing without me. he’ll do what he can to 
do it.” 
Martin scoffed at that charge. 
“ I told him (Jackson) that he’d be 
starting in the World S eries.’ 
said 


Martin. “ If he says I didn’t then he has a 
verv short memory. He’s getting paid to 
play rightfield, not to manage. But he 
better get a couple of hits. He’s put a lot 
of pressure on him self.” 
Aside from his problems with Jackson, 
Martin has had to worry about all his 
left-handed power hitters not producing. 
Through five playoff gam es and the first 
two games of the World Series. Jackson. 
Chris Chambliss and Graig Nettles are a 
hitting a combined 9-for-74. The left- 
handed John, a 20-game winner for the 
first time this year, doesn’t figure to 
make things any easier for them. 
“ You have to pitch away from the 
Y inkees’ left-handed hitters,” said John, 
who sat out the Dodgers’ last World 
Series appearence in 1974 with the now- 
celebrated elbow injury which nearly 
ended his career 
“The size of the 


Tight end Don Clegg is next in line with 
nine receptions and one TD. 
But the Tigers don’t roll over if they 
can’t com plete the pass. 
San Luis has the third best rusher in 
the Northern League in Rick Cramer 
Cramer has gained 385 yards in 52 
c a r r i e s and h a s s c o r e d t h r e e 
touchdowns.

Just to prove the Conqs have one of the 
more balanced running attacks in the 
league, fullback Paul Purter, who has 
been on the verge of a 100-yard game, 
finally hit the century mark with 102 
yards against Bishop Diego last week.

The bass are hitting

When bass are said to be hitting out of Santa Barbara Sea 
Landing, it is usually meant the ordinary, garden variety calicos 
that frequent Naples Reef. But this week not only are the calicos 
hitting, but so are the sand bass and the giant white sea bass. 
The fishing off the coast has yielded sea bass up to 12 pounds, 
with several schools of larger bass suspected to be in the area. 
Bonita have been spotted just off the coast, but very few have 
been hooked. Mackerel fishing is still spotty, but good weather has 
brought back lim its of rockfish. 
San Miguel Island is producing some small but plentiful lingcod. 
On a trip Wednesday, 19 passengers boated 38 lings in the 10-12 
pound range. 
Ocean fishing out of Avila is beginning to pick up, at least as far 
as the game fish are concerned. A few salmon were caught last 
week and the albacore are moving in closer. They are now 50 to 55 
miles south-southwest of Avila, according to reports from PSLS 
representatives. Hie longfins are running much larger, up to 42 
pounds. 
Bottom fishing is also good, with small boats out of Harbor As­ 
sociates facility coming in with limits. 
The official tally from Skip Sato’s boats was for the week ending 
Oct. 15 : 254 bottom fishing anglers caught 58 lingcod, 3,049 
rockfish and 24 cabezon. The tally for the albacore boats was for 
four days. 124 fishermen caught 183 albacore. One day was es­ 
pecially good with the take running about an average 3.5 fish per 
angler. 
Wednesday, Oct. 19, will be the first day of this year’s annual 
trout plant at Lake Cachuma. Cachuma will be stocked with some 
2.000 pounds of trout per week from October 19, through March of 
1978. One half of the planting is sponsored by the State Departm ent 
of Fish and Game and will contain four to five trout per pound. The 
other half, containing two trout per pound, will be sponsored by 
Cachuma ($20,000 paid from gate receipts) and the Santa Ynez 
m erchants ($5,000). Cachuma Lake will thereby be stocked with 
over 34,000 pounds of trout this season, which should give the trout 
fisherman of the area more than an ample opportunity to catch 
their limit this year. 


Sixty-one unclaimed perm its for three special antlerless deer 
hunts will go on sale Thursday (Oct. 13) at 8 a.m. at the Long 
Beach regional office of the Department of Fish and Game, 350 
Golden Shore. 
Perm its will be offered on a first-come, first-served basis, in ac 
cordance with regulations, the DFG said. 


Included are eight perm its for the Tenaja hunt in Orange, River­ 
side and San Diego counties, which will continue through Nov. 6. 
Perm its will be issued only to persons appearing at the office. 
Also available will be 23 perm its for the Tejon hunt in Kern 
County and 30 perm its for the Santa Catalina hunt on Santa 
Catalina Island, Los Angeles County. 


The DFG emphasized that both these hunts are located entirely 
on private property, landowners in both cases require an access 
fee and perm ittees must contact owners ahead of time to arrange 
for entry. Persons obtaining perm its will receive instructions on 
how to contact landowners.

CHICAGO (UPI) - A locked 
steel cage and a thick steel door 
encased a locked money cart in 
a bank vault two stories below 
the city, but when the cart was 
checked, exactly $1 million was 
missing. 
Officials of the First National 
Bank of Chicago Thursday 
reported a cool $1 million in 
cash — not a penny less nor a 
dime more — had disappeared 
from its main vault.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Space age technology has in­ 
vaded California's forests in the 
form of sensitive electronic 
monitors that beam fire danger 
information thousands of miles 
through satellites to state com­ 
puters. 
Clint Phillips, assistant chief 
of fire protection for the state 
Department of Forestry, said 
the network of 20 monitors is 
designed to determine whether 
the robot-like weather informa­ 
tion gathering devices can 
eventually replace manned 
weather stations. 
He said every three hours the 
monitors, located in north coast 
forests, beam information up to 
a National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration satellite 
which in turns transmits it to a 
station in Virginia 
From there, the electronic 
impulses are sent over tele­ 
phone lines to a computer in the 
state resources building in 
Sacramento, where the fire 
danger for the region is com­ 
puted. 
Previously, he said, state 
employes at the scattered 
weather stations took readings 
on such factors as wind speed 
and direction, relative humidity 
and dryness of vegetation and 
telephoned them to Sacramen­ 
to. Phillips added that the 
monitors can be more precise 
and efficient 
Financed by the NASA Ames 
Research Laboratory in Moun­ 
tain View, the system also uses 
a federally owned satellite 
specifically designed to gather 
environmental information. 
So far, Phillips said, the 
program has cost the state only 
$15,000 for preparation of the 
m onitor sites, which are 
located near current stations. 
With quick analysis of the 
data. Phillips said, fire danger 
can be reassessed several times 
a day, giving loggers, recrea­ 
tion officials and firefighters a 
better idea about which forest 
areas are safe for use 
“They’re trying to extend 
space technology to civilian 
use.” Phillips said “ Eventual­ 
ly it could even be used by 
private industry.” 
“Every logging operation has 
a fire plan.” he added “ If they 
had their own monitors, they 
could more efficiently plan 
when and where to log ” 
The experimental system has 
been in operation for about six 
m onths and P hillips said 
another two years testing is 
needed before it is decided 
whether or not the program is 
worth the cost. 
He added that the main goal 
now is to determine if the sen­ 
sitive electronic equipment can 
stand up to the rigors of the 
sometimes violent weather in 
remote areas for at least one 
year without major repairs

An Air Force high-altitude 
balloon, launched to determine 
whether it can be used as a plat­ 
form for future infra-red sensor 
flights, crashed in the foothills 
n ear this sm all northern 
California town. 
The unmanned balloon, heavi­ 
ly loaded with scientific in­ 
struments. was to make a 
seven-hour flight to central 
Nevada and back at an altitude 
of 100.000 feet, but went down 
after two hours Thursday 
The main payload section was 
recovered by the Air Force

He said 
the loss apparently occurred 
during the Colum bus Day 
weekend. 
Cart T-12 was wheeled into 
the vault last Friday under the 
usual tight security and locked 
in a steel cage in the main vault 
— a cage just 20 steps from the 


door. Double “mantrap” doors 
at the entrance and exit to the 
vault were closed. Then the 
huge, two-foot thick, steel vault 
door swung shut and T-12 was 
forgotten for the weekend. 
Holland said work went on 
throughout the weekend in the 
vault area and cash deliveries 


were made Saturday and Mon­ 
day by Brink’s Inc. and 
Purolator Security Inc. Fewer 
than 100 persons had access to 
the area, he said. 
He said the vault was guarded 
the entire weekend and the time 
lock was activated during hours 
when there was no activity. 


There was no evidence of 
tampering with any of the locks 
or with the cart, Holland said. 
The missing bills were in 
three denominations but Hol­ 
land declined to say which 
denominations. He said the 
money could have been carried 
in a small suitcase. He also 


refused to say how the bank 
determined that exactly $1 
million is missing. 
The money was accounted for 
when the bank closed last Fri­ 
day night. But on Tuesday night 
the chief teller was unable to 
balance his books at closing 
time, Holland said.

custodial maintenance, stock 
clerk and floor covering. 
The program normally lasts 
about six months. but enrollees 
may stay as long as two years. 
Corps persons are eligible for 
home leave, with the round-trip 
transportation paid by the 
government. 
The program offers counsel­ 
ing, the “ Buddy System,” in 
which an enrollee and a friend 
can be assigned to the same 
center, and the opportunity to 
receive a high school diploma 
or GED. 
Upon completion of Job Corps 
train in g the E m ploym ent 
Development Department as­ 
sists the young person in finding 


a job. 
At the c e n te r, the cor- 
psperson lives in a barracks- 
type environment, in which all 
share the duties of housekeep­ 
ing.

He's taking flying 
lessons — at 94 


JACKSONVILLE. Fla. (UPI) 
— What do you do for an encore 
if. so far. you’ve earned your 
m aster’s degree at 91, traveled 
through Europe at 92 and taken 
up French at 93? 
If you’re 94-year-old Fred B 
Noble, you take your first flying 
lesson. 
“It’s just one other thing I’d 
like to know something about,” 
Noble said Thursday, when he 
showed up for his first lesson in 
a four-seat Piper PA28. 
“I want to take a flight on my 
100th birthday. When I get over 
this goal, then I’ll begin to think 
about something else.” 
The tireless nonagenarian 
says he gave up driving only 
last year because he considered 
the price of auto insurance 
“ridiculous.” 
Noble’s instructor is A1 
Janes. 70. of the Bill Gardner 
Flight Center, a veteran of 52 
years aloft. 
“ I’m sure he’ll be able to 
learn to fly,” said Janes as he 
helped Noble into the cockpit 
“I’ve taught two 65-year-old 


men to fly One of them soloed 
and bought his own plane " 
Noble, who still practices 
law. underwent surgery some 
months ago. He came out of it 
in fine shape, and the doctor 
told Noble’s daughter, Mrs. 
Jack McQuerry. that her father 
“ should be permitted to do 
anything he wants to do.” 
“That’s what I want to do.” 
Noble asserted as he gazed up 
at the sky. “ I feel very capable 
about learning how to fly.” 
Noble said he first began 
thinking about flying several 
years ago when one of his law 
associates, who flew his own 
plane, suggested flying lessons.

WASHINGTON - President Carter, 
who did his share of hand-wringing over 
the wiretapping of the Nixon era, has 
now found himself in possession of a 
government handbook on wiretapping. 
This handy, easy-to-read manual could 
instruct any enterpris­ 
ing snoop with a set of 
tools how to eavesdrop 
on telephone conversa- 
tio n s. T he W hite 
House is embarrassed. 
The telephone com­ 
pany is horrified. 
Still, the Carter dis­ 
ciples are caught in a 
dilemma. It seems the 
taxpayers coughed up 
$47.000 for the instruc- 
tio n s 
on 
how 
to 
wiretap. 
It is contrary to the president’s spirit 
of candor and sense of economics to 
deprive the taxpayers of the information 
they paid for. 


The Office of Telecommunications 
Policy, which paid for the handbook, was 
all set to release it for the enlightenment 
of those who might be interested in the 
refinements of eavesdropping. But the 
telephone company raised a howl. 
American Telephone & Telegraph, one 
source confided, “is scared to death 
about too many people finding out about 
this.“ 


The aggrieved phone com pany, 
therefore, urgently alerted Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter Mondale to the danger. 
AT&T president Charles Brown warned 
Mondale in a confidential letter that the 
manual “tells how to intercept suburban 
residential telephones, business data 
communication ... and the interstate 
long-distance network ... It tells the 
reader how to locate, open, tap into, 
reseal and rebury our cables for the pur­ 
pose of intercepting customers’ com­ 
munications.” 
White House officials, putting discre­ 
tion ahead of candor, have placed the 13- 
page. how-to-do-it handbook under lock 


and key. It is now being handled with the 
same delicate care as nitroglycerin. 
The repercussions, meanwhile, have 
already reached Capitol Hill. Rep. John 
Moss. D-Calif., who uncovered the 
manual, is eager to know more about the 
government’s wiretap ways. Apparently, 
the government has been so careless 
about privacy that it planned to publish 
the wiretapping instructions. Yet Moss 
has been denied access to the phone 
records of past intelligence wiretaps by 
the White House. Congressional in­ 
vestigators suspect that some of these 
were really Watergate-style political 
wiretaps. 
It remains a m atter of dispute, 
meanwhile, why the wiretapping instruc­ 
tions were written. An official of the 
Mitre Corporation, which produced the 
manual, told us: “We were reluctant to 
produce anything that could be labeled 
as a cookbook on wiretapping recipes, 
but we were asked to do it by the White 
House.” 
The White House telecommunications 
chief. William Thaler, insisted he had in­ 
formed Mitre explicitly that he didn’t 
want a how-to-do-it book. “There must 
have been some confusion at the working 
level,” he suggested. Nevertheless, he 
was ready to release the report until 
White House science adviser Frank 
Press urgently intervened. 
“This report can lead to much mis­ 
chief.” Press told our associate Howie 
Kurtz. “The government never should 
have asked for it.” Now White House of­ 
ficials are trying to figure out how to get 
around the Freedom of Information laws 
and keep the pamphlet secret. 
However, we have obtained a copy of 
the handbook, which is stam ped 
“Controlled Distribution.” We agree 
with White House aides that it would not 
be in the public interest to publish the 
technical details. But there are some 
general eavesdropping instructions that 
are worth printing for their entertain­ 
ment value. 
For example, an “interceptor” who 
might wish to overhear the telephone 


conversations in a suburban residence, 
say. “in Northern Virginia between 6 
p.m. and 11 p.m. Monday through 
Friday” is given 11 steps to take. First, 
he should “climb pole.” Upon this lofty 
perch, suitable also for peeking into 
second-story windows, he will find a ter­ 
minal enclosure.” He is instructed to 
jiggle the appropriate wires; then a tape 
recorder is recommended for monitoring 
the interecepted conversation. 
President Carter’s admonitions on 
economy, if not privacy, are reflected in 
the instructions. To “save tape,” the 
eavesdropper is advised that “the tape 
could be immediately erased if the con­ 
versation was not of interest.” 
For the more ambitious spy who might 
wish to intercept microwave radio 
signals, the instructions recommend that 
he “acquire the use of a small farm 
along the route.” Then he should “set up 
radio interception equipment, including 
a sufficiently large antenna, in a bam to 
avoid being observed.” 


PENTAGON PARTY: A large defense 
contractor is throwing a bash for its Pen­ 
tagon buddies today in Maryland. 
Watkins-Johnson and Co. is spending up 
to $40,000. our sources say, on an 
elaborate affair for bigwigs from the 
Defense Department, CIA and National 
Security Agency. 
The brass hats will view the com­ 
pany’s new equipment as they munch on 
hot hors d’oeuvres. The firm has even 
gotten a one-day liquor license to keep 
the Pentagon people in high spirits. But 
the executives aren’t just being friendly; 
their company has been awarded $9.5 
million in defense contracts this year. 
Watkins-Johnson charged a token ad­ 
m ission price last year to avoid 
criticism that it was currying favor with 
its Pentagon benefactors. But a company 
spokesman wouldn’t discuss the affair 
with us, snorting: “That is our business 
and no one else’s.” When our reporter 
Valerie Strauss asked one official how 
she could get an invitation, he said, “You 
have to do business with us.”

The County Supervisors have reversed 
their decision to give themselves and 
other top officials exorbitant pay raises. 
But have you thought about why they 
were able to consider such gross salary 
increases in the first place? 
In the past two years two-thirds of the 
property in this county has been reap­ 
praised at values very frequently 100 per 
cent more tiian the previous appraised 
value. Some by as much as 400 per cent! 
This upcoming year will see the last 
third of the county property appraised — 
and more peopic will be forced to sell, 
rents will once again skyrocket, and 
many people wili have to find a lower 
standard of housing or move out of the 
area. And there’s no end in sight. 
The market value increases by 
t h e m s e l v e s 
h a v e np n e g a t i v e 
significance to the owner except when 
the real estate tax rates are allowed to 
remain substantially the same on rapidly 
increasing property value. For two years 
the county ha? seen its income from real 


estate taxes increase 30 to 35 per cent 
each year. No wonder the Supervisors 
can consider granting such generous 
salary increases! City government has 
seen a similar bonanza. 


There is a way to control excessive 
government spending. Sacramento won’t 
help us — local government won’t help 
us, “ We the people” m ust help 
ourselves. The People’s Petition to 
Control Taxation is an initiative to limit 
real estate taxes to 1 per cent of the 
market value of the property. With the 
new market value appraisals, this would 
give local government approximately 
the same income it collected in real es­ 
tate taxes 2 or 3 years ago. Plenty of 
money. The initiative is being circulated 
statewide and we must have 500,000 
signatures throughout the state to 
qualify for the June 1978 election. Our 
deadline to collect these signatures is 
Nov 25 — not much time. We have peti­ 
tions in locations throughout the county.

Impasse on 
abortion 


Here is some hot poop on the abortion 
fight, which will occupy the attention of 
Congress during the next few days. This 
is something that can’t be put off, 
because about sixty billions dollars of 
HEW funds are held up pending the 
resolution of the impasse between the 
House and the Senate. 
Unless the appropria­ 
tion is made in the 
next few days, funds 
will theoretically not 
exist to finance most 
of HEW’s activities. 
The impasse is over 
the circumstances in 
which federal money 
s h o u l d 
be 
m a d e 
available for the pur­ 
poses of abortion. The 
House position is that 
o n l y 
whe n 
the 
mother’s life is endangered should tax­ 
payers’ money be made available. The 
Senate’s position is that the taxpayers 
should pay for any abortion deemed 
“medically necessary” by a doctor. 
The House took the dramatic step of 
reinforcing its initial determination to 
limit federal subsidies for abortion by 
passing a 252-164 vote rejecting the 
Senate alternative. All of which is not in 
the least fraternal, causing people to 
wonder what are the causes of these ada­ 
mant differences between the two 
chambers. It is not as easy as to say that 
in recent years the Senate has been 
traditionally more liberal than the 
House. After all. the big news last week 
was the adamant determination of the 
Senate to take the conservative position 
on price controls for oil and gas, in con­ 
trast with the House, which voted 
acquiescently to back the President’s 
energy program. (Which reminds me of 
today’s Polish joke. “Have you heard 
about the Polish energy program?” “No. 
What?” “Same as ours.” ) 
The difference, in the opinion of 
Senator Magnuson who along with 
Senators Packwood and Brooke are 
leading the pro-abortion forces in the 
Senate, is that senators have six-year 
terms and congressmen have two-year 
terms. “The political pressure in a dis­ 
trict on a Congressman is much more 
immediate whereas in the Senate, a 
fellow will say. I know they’d be mad at 
me but three, four years from now 
they’ll forget about it. It won’t be an is­ 
sue.’ ” 
And to accentuate the political gravity 
of the situation, abortion is perceived by 
many congressmen as being the single 
issue on which a wrong vote could result 
in defeat. The reason is that a con­ 
siderable number of both pro-and anti- 
abortion voters consider their issue the 
pons asinorum of the legislator: if your 
guy doesn’t vote correctly on that issue 
— get rid of him : he can’t be any good on 
any other issue. 
Concerning the philosophical issues, 
there are no signs of a national con­ 
sensus. although it is correct to say that 
the anti-abortion drive shows con­ 
siderable stamina, no doubt because the 
arguments used have a certain palpable 
cogency. 
People not given to reasoning by 
abstraction viewing a picture of a fetus 
that looks not very different from their 
baby the day he was born react with 
visceral queasiness at the knowledge 
that killing that — fetus — is something 
that should be accepted lackadaisically. 
Moreover, the struggle to make the 
crisis appear to be purely a sectarian one 
between the Catholics and a few reac­ 
tionary Jews vs. the civilized world is be­ 
ing overwhelmed by the entrance into 
the polemic of the scientific community. 
There is nothing like a consensus 
among scientists that a six-month old 
fetus is not a “human being” in the 
scientific sense of the word. And of 
course if he is a human being, he is en­ 
titled to the protections of human beings. 
But the resolution of that question — like 
the resolution of the question whether 
blacks were human beings 150 years ago 
— is a good ways off. It is characteristic 
of the American way that we seek, in the 
absence of a philosophical resolution, to 
influence the policy by economic pres­ 
sure. 
What is involved? Actually, not so very 
much money. About 50 or 60 million 
dollars were paid by the government to 
abortion clinics to defray the costs of 
feticides unnecessary to the mother’s 
health. Abortions are cheaper than color 
tv, and getting cheaper all the time. If 
we assume that roughly half the 
American people are in favor of subsidiz­ 
ing abortions, then it is not unreasonable 
to assume that the philanthropic 
resources of half the American people 
could be stimulated to come up with 50 
million dollars (special collection on 
Sunday?) for abortions for those who 
can’t finance the couple of hundred 
bucks required. But the pro-abortionists 
are not disposed to cope with the 
economic question. They want to crush 
the opposition. That is why the fight in 
Washington is so vexing, so keen, and so 
emotional.

It first nuzzled the public 
eardrum in 1965 with a reso­ 
nant version of Hank Wil­

Since then, B.J. has sold 
over 20 million records-in- 
cluding such all-time huma- 
longs as 'Hooked on a Feel­ 
ing," "Raindrops Keep Fall­ 
ing 
on 
My 
Head" and 
"Another Somebody 
Done 
Somebody 
Wrong 
Song." 
Perhaps the consummate 
American pop singer, B.J. 
belts them out of jukeboxes 
from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., to 
Butte, Mont. 
What most people don’t 
know is that three years ago 
B.J. Thomas decided to quit 
the business. "I was a drug 
addict," he explains, "and 
everything that could have 
gone wrong went wrong. I

How to train, not strain 
by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
an inmate in a correctional in­ 
stitution and have put a lot of 
effort into becoming a better 
person physically and mental­ 
ly. Lately I have become dis­ 
couraged over my weight 
training program. 
1 would like to ask you a 
question pertaining to your 
statement a person should 
train, not strain. How do you 
know you have done enough 
while training but not to the 
point of straining? 
Are high repetitions better 
for development than heavy­ 
weight, low-repetitions, for 
example lifting 150 pounds 10 
times for 10 sets or 200 pounds 
three times for 10 sets. 
DEAR READER - Most 
weight training authorities 
agree that your maximum 
benefit from resistance exer­ 
cises or weights is obtained by 
lifting the weight no more 
than 10 times, then resting 
and repeating such a set of 10 
no more than three times. Ap­ 
parently doing this every 
other day will provide the 
maximum benefit you can get 
for any weight. To maintain 


your muscles one such exer­ 
cise session a week appears to 
be adequate. 
The choice of a weight 
should be one that you can lift 
easily three times in succes­ 
sion but not one so light that 
you can lift it 10 or more times 
in succession without difficul­ 
ty. As soon as you can lift a 
given weight 10 tim es in 
succession for three sets (a 
total of 30) you should certain­ 
ly progress to a heavier 
weight. Excessive repetitions 
will not speed muscle growth 
or development of muscle 
strength. A lighter exercise in 
any form that is repeated, as 
occurs with running, is con­ 
sidered an endurance exercise 
as opposed to strength exer­ 
cises. Obviously there is a 
great deal of overlap, though, 
with many forms of exercise. 
Some authorities believe 
you can obtain progressive 
muscle growth with only two 
sets at each exercise session. 
If you send me your address 
I’ll send you the Health Letter 
number 5-4, Weight Training 
for Energy and Weight Con­ 
trol.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I read 
all of your writings. I am 91 
years old and have had nine 
operations, mostly hernias, 
gall bladder and appendix, 
years ago. 
I live with my daughter in 
Oregon now and she’s a 
wonderful person and cook. 
We eat lots of vegetables, pot 
roasts with vegetables around 
the roast in a steam cooker — 
no grease. 
I eat four to five tomatoes 
every day and one banana. I 
w ant to know if these 
tomatoes are all right. I put 
sugar on them. 
DEAR READER - You 
sound like you are doing 
great. I want to take this op­ 
portunity to comment that 
boiling or using a pressure 
cooker is a good way to avoid 
grease. Particularly if all of 
the excess fat is removed 
before cooking. 
A good pressure cooker can 
result in very tender meat and 
help people avoid fat with its 
excess calories and its effects 
on obesity or fatty-cholesterol 
deposits in arteries that cause 
heart attacks and strokes. 
Fresh tomatoes are great 
for you. The sugar is all right 
if you are not overweight. 
Sugar may cause dental 
problems so it is a good idea 
to brush the teeth well after 
eating sweets of any kind.

thinking and it is true. I know 
it has something to do with 
whether a food will make you 
fat or not but I really do not 
understand exactly what a 
calo rie is. T hat sounds 
strange in a nation of calorie 
counters but how about telling 
us in terms we can understand 
what a calorie really is. 


DEAR READER - A 
calorie is simply a way of 
measuring heat energy. The 
kind of calories we use in dis­ 
cussing food and your body’s 
use of calories is a kilocalorje. 
That is the amount of heat you 
would need to raise the 
temperature of one liter (a lit­ 
tle more than a quart) of 
water one degree centigrade. 
To help you visualize that, 100 
calories would raise the 
temperature of one liter of 
water from freezing level to 
boiling. 


The heat energy absorbed 
by the cold water to reach the 
boiling point can be from elec­ 
tricity. This is a good example 
of converting electrical 
energy into heat energy. 
Energy can neither be created 
nor destroyed but it can be 
transformed into different 
forms of energy, including 
heat, electrical, mechanical 
or chemical energy. 


Since a pound of body fat 
contains about 3500 calories it 
follows that a pound of body 
fat has locked in it enough 
energy to heat 35 liters of 
water from the freezing level 
to the boiling level. 


A tablespoon of butter or 
m argarine contains 100 
calories, enough energy if it is 
released to heat a liter of 
water from the freezing (0 
degrees C) to boiling (100 
degrees C). 


If you walk one mile and use 
60 extra calories doing so, that 
would use the mechanical 
energy wnich could be 
transformed to enough heat 
energy to heat about two- 
thirds of a liter of water from 
freezing to boiling. 


The energy stored in a food 
or in body fat is released by 
complex chemical actions. 
This energy is used to heat 
your body. The heat released 
is usually more than we want 
so the body has to constantly 
rid itself of the heat released 
from food. If it is unable to do 
so the body heat builds up and 
may even cause heat stroke.

You can be a wizard of ooze 
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The dripping faucet is cer­ 
tainly easy to fix, and most 
people know how to do it. 
However, a faucet that seems to 
let water ooze out around the 
h*n<fle every time the water is 
turned on is not so universally 
known about The first thing to 
try is to see if the pecking nut, 
the nut under die handle that 
holds the stem in place, is tight. 
This will often solve the 


STEM 


problem. If it does not you have 
to remove the stem and replace 
the packing. Packing is a sort of 
washer that’s under the packing 
nut First, cut off the water 
supply, and then remove the 
packing nut and back the stem 
out The packing may be a 
single piece or it may be more 
than one wash«-, or it may even 
be some stuff that looks like 
burned spaghetti. Try to get an 
exact replacement. After you 
put the new packing in, this 
should take care of the oozing.

Dear Al: 
I have to remove an access 
plate to get in to replace the 
filter in the central heater. I 
finally got tired of having to use 
a wrench and altered the bolt 
heads. I got four plastic caps 
from tubes and used epoxy glue 
to set the bolt heads that can 
easily be removed by hand 
W.P.

Dear Super: 
When you store pipe, you run 
the risk of dirt getting inside 
and even from insects making 
nests in there. With thread pipe, 
you also can damage the 
threads. I keep several sizes of 
rubber crutch tips (chair leg- 
tips) and can slip these over the 
ends. They seal out the bugs and 
dirt and also protect the 
threads.

A SUPER HINT - When you cut 
copper pipe or tubing that will 
be going into a fitting, you get a 
much better Joint if the cut is 
square. If you’re doing much of 
this, you can rig a jig that will 
give you square cuts every 
time. Use a pair of C-clampe to 
attach a scrap of wood to the 
bottom of your wooden miter 
box. Select a scrap that is as 
thick as the copper pipe. 
Position it so it’s as far away 
from one side of the miter box 
as the diameter of the pipe. 


Slide the pipe in place and use 
the right angle slots to cut. You 
get square cuts easily and 
quickly and without damage to 
your miter box.

QUICK ANSWERS FOR HAR­ 
RIED HANDYPERSONS: Q: 
I’ve tried to sand a table top 
with the sanding attachment on 
my power drill. How do I 
prevent the swirls I keep get­ 
ting? A: I assume you are 
talking about a rotary sanding 
attachment This is the wrong 
type sander for a flat surface. 
No one can get a smooth surface 
with this kind. The orbital 
sander is the finishing tool, and 
you 
can get an orbital at­ 
tachment for drills. However, 
most funiture refinishing ex­ 
perts never use anything but 
hand sanding on the exterior of 
furniture. Any kind of power 
can cut too quick. 
* • * 
The handyperson who uses 
wet lumber in his project will 
regret it However, since it’s not 
always possible to bring your 
lumber in the house while 
procrastinating, it can get 
rained on or dew can form on it 
Left in the stack, it can stay wet 
for weeks after a rain. The best 
way for a quick dry is to stack it 
with scrap slats in between each 
layer and with a little space 
between each board in the 
layer. This allows air to get to 
all sides of the lumber, and it 
will soon be ready to use. Using 
wet wood can result in warping, 
cupping, fungus and a bad paint 
job plus a few other problems. 
Letting it dry a few days is a 
legitimate 
reason 
for 
procrastination. 


Dear Al: 
For safety, anyone using a 
table saw should have a push 
stick to move small pieces of 
wood into and past the blade. A 
scrap of dowling is best because 
it is small enough to go past the 
blade, is easy to handle, and 
should it ever touch the moving 
blade, it will splinter away. I 
improved on mine. I added a 
slip-on rubber pencil eraser. 
Now the push stick cannot slip 
against smooth wood. A safer 
and surer way. — J. H.

Dear Al: 
You are always talking about 
re-using plastic jugs, so I’m 
sure you have noticed this 
problem. Many of the shop 
liquids put in the jugs don’t have 
to be poured slowly, but if you 
try to pour fast, the liquid 
comes out glub, glub in spurts. 
This makes for very inaccurate 
pouring as the stream pulsates. 
The reason is because there’s no 
air hole. Easy solution. Drill a 
small hole in the handle so air 
can get in. Make it up near the 
top so no liquid leaks out. Keep 
a tab of tape over the hole in 
storage to avoid evaporation. 
Makes the free jugs even better 
with no glub, glub. — D. F.

The office gardener

A few years ago, it became my 
awesome assignment to produce the 
16-volume “ Good Housekeeping 
I l lu st r at ed 
E nc y c l o p e d i a 
of 
Gardening.” I was given 18 months in 
which to assemble more than two 
million words and several thousand 
photographs and line drawings. 
The first thing I did was to have 
lunch with Jacqueline Heriteau, 
mostly, I thought, to talk out my anx­ 
ieties about the project. She reacted 
so positively that despite some mis­ 
givings about hiring such a close 
friend, I invited her to act as my 
general editor. 
That very afternoon we went to look 
at the offices awaiting us and our 
staff. 
To put it politely, the fur­ 
nishings were minimal. 
In fact, I 
thought the place was depressing, but 
Jacqui’s opening remark was, “Look 
at all these windows — we can fill the 
place with plants!!! 
From that instant, I felt a new con­ 
fidence about my choice of general 
editor. 
Long ago, I discovered that 
the individuals who grow plants in 
their work surroundings tend to be 
happier, more efficient, and easier to 
deal with than those who do not. 
Obv ious ly, this is a grand 
generality, but in fact, plants are 
tremendously therapeutic. 
My own 
office is literally a breeding ground 
for tension. There are always more 
papers and pictures than I can stash 
neatly. And there are deadlines that 
usually seem impossible. 
But I’ve 
learned that a few minutes spent in 
caring for my office garden can be far 
more calming than smoking or having 
a drink. 
Our need for living plants in the 
rooms where we live has been 
documented by such prestigious in­ 
stitutions as the Payne-Whitney 
Clinic in New York, the Menninger 
Clinic in Topeka, Kansas, and at the 
Institute of Rehabilitation Medicine 
at New York University Medical 
Center. If you have never thought con­ 
sciously of your plants as being 
therapeutic, stop and spend some 
time with them the next time you feel 
work or personal stress, a period of 
the blues, or simply the need to get 
away from it all. 
The 1970s have given us countless 
books about house plants. Now I have 
next to my typewriter the first — and 
much-needed, I might add — guide to 
office plants. It’s called “The Office 
Gardener” (published by Hawthorn, 
19.95 in hardcover, $5 95 as a quality 


paperback — and I’m proud to report 
its author is none other than my 
friend Jacqueline Heriteau. 


In Jacqui’s words, “Each time you 
look at a flourishing plant, you are 
reminded of your own success. 
Plants can compensate for crowded 
elevators, grumpy bosses, mistakes 
someone thinks you made, and the 
ones you really did make.” On the 
other hand, she cautions, 
“Plants 
that do poorly have the reverse effect 
and may add stress to your job.” 


Obviously, if you haven’t done so 
already, it’s time to get your office 
garden together. No matter if all you 
have is a desk lamp with an incandes­ 
cent bulb, a ceiling fixture with 
fluorescent tubes and no window for 
natural light. Or that your office is 
like a furnace by day and on the chilly 
side at night during fall and winter. 
There are plenty of plants suited to 
almost any position available in an of­ 
fice. 


The important thing to do is write 


out a “job description” for each posi­ 
tion you have available, then select 
from plant resumes the ones that 
seem best qualified. If the ability to 
grow well in low-light is a requisite, 
look for those with a successful track 
record in the heavy shade cast by tall 
jungle trees and vines, for example, 
Chinese 
evergreen 
(aglaonema), 
caiatheas and m arantas, ferns, 
aspidistras, small-leafed, climbing or 
t r a i l i n g 
p h i l o d e n d r o n s 
and 
sansevierias. 


B esides being suited to the 
available light, working plants also 
have to be adaptable to your schedule. 


If, for example, your job requires 
that you travel frequently, often on 
short notice, desert cacti and other 
succulents naturally conditioned to 
periods of drought would make logical 
choices. Or ask a green-thumbed co- 
worker to look in on your plants while 
you’re away. You can always repay 
the favor by returning with a choice 
plant or pot for his or her office. 
The working plant also has to adapt 


to the rhythm of the office space 
itself. 
The sealed windows of most 
high-rise office buildings mean that 
temperatures may fluctuate widely in 
a short period of time. For example, 
on a frigid but sunny Saturday or Sun­ 
day, solar energy may turn the office 
uncomfortably warm and stuffy by 
day, followed by a long night of chill­ 
ing. 


Holiday weekends are another con­ 
sideration. 
In my experience, the 
only thing to do is water everything 
well before leaving and hope for the 
best on your return. If I know a plant 
tends to dry out in less than three 
days, I leave it standing in a saucer of 
water. If you have pebble trays for 
humidity, add more water to them 
than you would normally. 


FYI: 
It’s better not to have any 
plants in your office than to surround 
yourselt with a lot of scrawny or 
overgrown, neglected specimens. 
Your boss might decide their untidy 
appearance was a reflection of your 
general state of mind.

Small cars: mileage vs. safety

You can see it in the automobile 
showroom windows. They’re cutting 
down the size of cars to meet the 
government’s deadline for better 
mileage to save fuel. 
The trouble is, says Dr. William 
Haddon, head of the Insurance In­ 
stitute for Highway Safety, “the 
shorter the wheelbase, the less crash 
protection you get.” Test after test, 
he says, shows that your chances for 
severe injury or death are much 
greater in a subcompact or compact 
car than in an intermediate or large-

sized car. 
So, to save gasoline, we’re making 
cars small. But, we may be losing 
money — and lives — in the long run 
because drivers and passengers will 
be less protected. 
Some auto manufacturers maintain 
that, in the 1980s, when their cars 
must average 27 and a half miles per 
gallon, the biggest car you’ll be able 
to buy will be the size of today’s com­ 
pacts. 
“That’s a lot of rubbish.” says Joan 
Claybrook, head of the National 
Highway TYaffic Safety Administra­ 
tion. She cites testimony given by a 
Budd Company official to the con­ 
trary: “Our goal is 60 per cent weight 
saving ... With innovative design we 
can build cars the size of a Lincoln 
Mark IV in the 2,500-pound range.” 
Cars weighing 2,500 pounds today are 
in the Vega, Audi, and larger Datsun 
and Toyota class. 
Dr. Haddon says “you must dis­ 
tinguish between less weight and 
smaller size ... You can get a lighter 
car with the same overall size.” And. 
it’s the size that counts as far as 
protection is concerned. 
You need “crush space” in front 
and around you. 
The stopping dis­ 
tance for your belted-in body to 
decelerate after a crash is all impor­ 
tant. The stopping distance i the dis­ 
tance between your nose (in the 
driver’s seat) and the front of your 
car’s bumper. Eight feet gives plenty 
of protection in a crash and six feet 
gives good protection. Much less than 
six feet and you see the incidence of 
injury and death begin to rise sharply. 
So, with mileage and safety in 
mind, what kind of a car do you look 
for? The safety experts like the large- 
sized cars that have been cut down in 
weight and engine performance. 
General Motors down-sized its large 
cars for 1977 and is down-sizing the in­ 
termediates this fall. 
In looking through the 1977 En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency’s 
“Gas Mileage Guide,” you find a 
Buick LeSabre, large Chevrolet, Old- 
smobile Delta 88, and large Pontiac 
all offered with 6-cylinder engines 
and all averaging near 20 miles per 
gallon (highway and city driving com­ 
bined). This is better mileage than 
you get with many compacts and even 
some subcompacts. 
In the mid-sized cars, you find the 
same GM makes plus the Plymouth 
Fury and Dodge Monaco getting good 


mileage with optional 6-cyclinder 
engines. 
When you’re buying a large car with 
a 6-cylinder engine, mechanics say 
the GM V-6 is, perhaps, the best. 
Next in line, they say, is the Chrysler 
“slant 6” which is a sturdy engine but 
gives less performance. 
Then, there’s the Chevrolet in-line 6 
engine which has given poor perfor­ 
mance and has been plagued with 
repair problems. 
Industry sources 
say GM is phasing out the in-line 6 
this year. So, be sure you get the V-6 
when you buy a GM car. 
F o r d ’s 6 - c y lin d e r e n g in e , 
mechanics say, has had valve 
problems and isn’t giving good gas­ 
oline mileage. 
If you still want a little car, tests 
show that the VW Rabbit, equipped 
with an “ Automatic (passive) 
restraint” system and good “crush 
space” in front, is probably your best 
bet.

Buying mobilu homes 
Q. 
Are mobile homes a good in­ 
vestment? 
I mean can they ap­ 
preciate in value or do they 
deprecirate in value? — D.M.H., 
Anaheim. Calif. 
A. When you buy a home, the real 
investment is in the property not the 
structure. Most mobile home owners 
don’t own their land and this means 
their homes have little chance of ap­ 
preciating in value. When you don’t 
own the land, your mobile home 
depreciates in value much in the man­ 
ner of an automobile. 
If, however, you do own the land 
and your mobile home can be made 
into a more permanent structure, 
your property could appreciate in 
value. 
If you can’t get land for your home, 
you can maximize its value (make it

depreciate more slowly) by moving 
into a modem mobile home park with 
paved roads, swimming pool and 
other amenities. 


Q. I recently moved into a building 
that is being converted into con­ 
dominiums. 
Finding another nice 
apartment with this good location at a 
reasonable price is hard to do. Shold I 
purchase the condominium at $26,000? 
Would I get enough of a tax deduction 
on the mortgage interest to make it 
about the same as the rent I’m 
paying? — Mrs. G.E.W., Los Angeles. 
A. As a rule, condominiums do not 
appreciate in value as much as single, 
detached homes or even town house s. 
But, over the years, they usually do 
appreciate. 
How much of a saving 
you get off your income tax depends 
on your income and other circum­ 
stances. 
You’ll be paying something around 
$200 a month for your mortgage and, 
possibly, another $200 a month for 
maintenance fees and insurance. If 
$400 just about equals your rent, then 
you have a pretty good deal. 
It’s advisable to have a lawyer look 
over the deal and show you how much 
you might save on taxes. The lawyer 
should check out the condominum 
contract, bylaws and other official 
documents. 


Q How can we be expected to con­ 
serve enegy when the more fuel we 
save, the more they raise the fuel 
bill? - H R , Detroit. 
A. This is, indeed, a Catch-22 situa­ 
tion which the utilities say is one of 
the unfortunate, adverse con­ 
sequences of energy conservation. 
Here’s how they explain it: 
A person who does not conserve 
pays the “normal” rate which is 
higher due to increased fuel costs. A 
person who conserves energy pays a 
higher rate per unit of energy. You’ll 
pay a smaller bill but a higher rate for 
the energy. 
Inflation makes prices rise, so by 
conserving, you get less and pay more 
but you don’t pay a great deal more. 
By saving fuel you are not paying the 
price of inflation — you’re paying the 
price of conservation (which may be 
less). 


Q. What should one look for in buy­ 
ing contact lenses? — Mrs. L.C., 
Kansas City, Mo. 
A 
Here are pointers from Dr. 
Robert Koetting, chairman of the 
American Optometric Association’s 
Contact Lens Committee: 
— Seek the Services of a contact 
lens specialist. 
There’s more to it 
than just filling out a prescription. 
Ask your doctor for names of contact 
lens specialists 
— Ask about fees in advance and 
find out what the fees include. You 
should get your first diagnostic visit, 
your lenses and a specified number of 
follow-up visits. Ask if there’s a feee 
adjustment if you discontinue wear­ 
ing the lenses.

Cruising with the Russians 


If it’s cruise time, it must be the 
Caribbean, right? 
Nyet, nyet. 
The season’s starting, of course, but 
if you have a sudden craving for 
diversity, how about a trip between 
Hong Kong, Japan and Nakhodka, a 
few weeks of voyaging from England 
to North Africa, or sailing from Odes­ 
sa to Piraeus, Beirut and Alexandria 
If those don’t grab you, there’s also 
Vienna-Yalta or Singapore-Australia, 
all brought to you by the same folks 
who now operate the biggest fleet of 
passenger ships in the world, the US­ 
SR. 
Yes, you heard it right, and never 
mind that cruising historically has 
had more than a slight connection 
with “ class.” As of now the Russians 
have more than 80 ships flying the 
“ Black Sea Shipping Company” flag, 
as well as a long list of others 
operating under foreign contracts and 
through additional Russian com­ 
panies 
All are bookable in the U.S. 
through March Shipping Corp., 1 
World Trade Center. Suite 5257, New 
York. N Y 10048. 
And of course they go to the Carib­ 
bean this winter from New Orleans, 
and next spring from New York and 
Philadelphia. 
The second piece of news is that the 
Russians offer slightly cheaper fares 
than virtually anybody else, and 
throw in two bonuses: no tipping and 
free medical service should you need 
it. 
A third piece of news is that there 
are other differences as well — not all 
as thrilling. 
To see what cruising a la Russe is 
like, when the Reds sailed in the 


sunset (well, they did) from 
Freemantle, Australia, to Singapore, 
I went with them. 
We were seven 
days on board the m/s Turkmenia. 
There were no stopovers, but 
“ nichevo” (never mind) as we 
learned to say in the daily Russian- 
language lesson that struck me as an 
imaginative addition to the usual 
cruise lineup of bingo, “ crazy games 
night,” “horse racing,” fancy dress 
parade and movies. 
There was, as well, some 
thoroughly vulgar capitalist-style 
entertainment — which is to say that 
on two evenings, the music salon’s 
dance floor rocked with leggy 
Australian showgirls in plumes and 
cut-to-there costumes. The crew, ob­ 
viously devotees of the arts each and 
every one, broadmindedly jammed up 
for places outside the salon’s open 
doors. In the “ Where will it all end?” 
department, one of our films even 
turned out to be a James Bond adven­ 
ture. 
We did get back on the track the 
last night out with Russian songs and 
dances winningly performed by crew 
members. 
Things, indeed, turned out better 
than I initially dared hope after an 
opening encounter with the ship’s 
purser. 
Like the cabin and dining 
room stewards, the purser was a 
woman, and she stared at me in sur­ 
prise when I braced her with the ques­ 
tion, “ Is there food service in the 
cabins?” 
“ Why?” she asked. “ Are you 
sick?” 
“ No,” I admitted, though suddenly 
suspicious that I might be soon. 


“ Only if you’re sick,” she said in a 
doomsday voice. 
I persisted in the faint hope that we 
had only a communications problem. 
“ How about breakfast?” 
She looked astounded and sounded 
impatient. 
“ You go to the restaurant.” 
“ But I like to sleep late,” I said, 
finally owning up to my bourgeois 
ways. 
“That’s not good for you. 
You 
should get up.” 
I got up — but largely because the 
public address speaker couldn’t be 
turned off and announcements came 
booming in between 9 and 9:30. 
I shared a two-berth upper deck 
cabin with bath, one of the 
Turkmenia’s most expensive at $360, 
or roughly |60 per night — com­ 
parable to the lowest price on many 
American-market 
cruise 
ships. 
D e c o r a t i o n 
wa s , 
like 
the 
Turkmenia’s public rooms, all Motel 
Modem. My berth, though, consisted 
of a lumpy five-inch-thick mattress 
minus springs atop solid wood. 
Gladys, my 73-year-old English 
cabin mate and an old hand at cruis­ 
ing, took in the lack of springs, facial 
tissues, soft toilet paper and full 
mirror, checked the presence of 
muslin sheets and thin, waffle-weave 
towels, and then cheerily uttered 
what became her theme song, “ Oh, 
well, mustn’t complain, mustn’t com­ 
plain.” 
Four mornings later, though, she 
used a less even-tempered tone: 
“ Mustn’t complain, but you’d think 
they’d give us fresh sheets and towels 
at least once. I just asked, though, 
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and do you know what they said? 
They said no!” 
They said “ no” but they apparently 
meant “ yes.” 
(Language was a 
problem; 
the pursers spoke some 
English but the cabin, dining room 
and bar staffs had little or none.) 
Later that day we did get our change 
of linens. 
True, the brochure had 
promised “ the amenities of a well- 
appointed hotel” but it didn’t really 
come to grips with what constituted 
“ amenities” ; we did without vacuum­ 
ing and bathroom cleaning. 
Quite 
often we did without deck chairs, too, 
as there were only 30 for our group of 
more than 300. 
Among other things Gladys didn’t 
complain about was the dress of the 
other passengers. She kept up good 
luxury cruiseship standards but the 
rest of us — well, jeans or cutoffs and 
T-shirts even went to dinner, although 
several evenings brought out men in 
jackets and women in long dresses. 
The passengers were mostly 
Australians, plus a handful of British, 
and roughly 75 per cent were well un­ 
der 40, a surprise since most cruises 
draw an inverse age ratio. 
It was, in fact, a convivial crowd 
that thoughtfully passed the word on 
what to order and what to avoid at 
meals. 
Normally there was an ap­ 
petizer, soup, a choice of two main 
dishes, salad and cheese, fruit or a 
sweet for dessert. Good Australian 
wine and freshly baked breads were 
pluses. I would certainly give it one 
prize in the “ daily disguise for ham­ 
burger” category, and another for 
“ creative salads from recycled lef­ 
tovers.”

Never too late for pickles

Pickle lovers will agree 
that there’s nothing like a 
good 
crunchy 
pickle 
to 
soothe one’s nerves at the 
height of winter. If you 
didn't get around to putting 
up some pickles this sum­ 
mer, don’t fret. Do it now. 
Hot dill pickles are easily 
prepared. Arrange four dill­ 
sized cucumbers i«i a steri­ 
lized quart jar. Then mea­ 
sure dill and caraway seeds, 
instant minced garlic and 
crushed red pepper into 
each jar. Fill sterilized jars 
to the top with boiling hot 
vinegar and brine and close 
firmly. Process and then set 
them in a dark place for 
seven or eight weeks to 
'work* before eating. Date 
each jar so you will know 
when they are ready. 
When 
s e l e c t i n g c u ­ 
cumbers for hot dills pick 
out firm small to medium 
cukes, as fresh as possible. 
These make the chompiest 
pickles and use fresh, high- 
quality 
spices 
for best 
results. 


HOT DILL PICKLES 
4 lbs firm cucumbers (4* to 5* 
long) 
I tbl dill seed 
4 tsp caraway seed 
MAKE HOT DILL PICKLES now for crunchy winter 
eating. 


2 tsp crushed red pepper, 
or 1 whole red pepper, broken 
into 4 pieces 
2 quarts water 
2 cups cider vinegar 
Vi cup pickling, coarse or 
kosher salt 
V« tsp alum 


Thoroughly wash and dry 
cucumbers. Pack 4 into each 
of four one-quart sterilized 
preserving jars. Into each 
jar place 2 tablespoons dill 
seed, 1 teaspoon caraway 
seed, 
one-half teaspoon 
minced 
garlic and 
one- 
fourth teaspoon crushed red 
pepper or 1 piece of whole 
red pepper. In a large sau- 
cepot bring water, vinegar, 
salt and alum to boiling 
point.

Hollow heroines, shallow scripts 


What with women’s lib 
and our current passion for 
peeping 
behind Washing­ 
ton s closed doors, novefc 
about politically powerful la­ 
dies should be a whopping 
success. But despite their

authors reputations, 'Anna 
Hastings' and The Dark 
Lady are a disappointing 


Not even Allen Drury’s 
and 
Louis Auchincloss’s 
flair for stylish writing, well- 
constructed plots and politi­ 
cal commentary can com­ 
pensate for characters with 
whom we can’t get emotion­ 
ally involved. 
All along Drury hints that 
Anna Hastings-for all her 
power, wealth and fapie- 
will end up unhappy. The 
only real suspense lies in 
finding out how many people 
will be snowed by her super­ 
ficial charm s and shallow 
personality. She alienates 
her children and drives her 
husband to suicide. Steely, 
ruthless 
Anna-who owns 
newspapers, magazines, TV 
and radio stations, writes ° 
syndicated column and star, 
on a TV talk show—has eve­ 
rything but humanity. 
From the start of her 
career as a young newspa­ 
perw om an 
in w artim e 
Washington, to her m ar­ 
riage to a millionaire Texas 
senator, to her near-nomina­ 
tion as a vice-presidential 
candidate, 
Anna is sur­ 
rounded by her 'old team ' of 
jo u rn a list 
cronies. 
Ed 
Macomb, the novel’s narra­ 
tor, is a loyal, conservative - 
-and slightly love-struck- 
former managing editor of 
Anna’s 'Washington Inquir 
e r/ a paper which Drury 
intends as a takeoff on the 
'W ashington Post* 
but 
which comes off sounding 
more like the 'National 
Enquirer.' Even after Anna 
kicks him out of her chicly 
leftist paper, he remains a 
long-suffering friend. 
Talbot Farson becomes 
her executive editor after 
sm ooth-talking his 
way 
through a congressional in­ 
vestigation of his pink politi­ 
cal past. 
Bessie Rovere, 
Anna’s roommate in the 
early Washington years and 
later her society editor and 
ghostwriter of her autobiog­ 
raphy, is a fat and faithful 
doormat. 
The interrelationships 
these people should be 
novel’s guts, but real rela

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tionships don’t happen here. 
The characters simply don’t 
connect-with themselves or 
with each other. 
Instead of a vital portrait 
of human beings, the book is 
a bloodless vehicle 
for 
Drury’s dreary polemic on 
the use and abuse of press 
power. Evil Anna, of course, 
is drawn as the personifica­ 
tion of knee-jerk liberalism; 
a woman so biased that she 
publishes photos of Ameri­ 
can atrocities in Vietnam 
but ignores the atrocities of 
the Vietcong. 
When 
we first m eet 
Auchincloss’s protagonist 
Elesina Dart, she is a twice - 
divorced, self-destructive, 
aimless actress-without-a- 
stage who drinks a bit too 
much. 
Enter Ivy Trask, middle- 
aged dumpy fashion editor 
and confidante to the rich 
and powerful Clara and Ir­ 
ving Stein. Ivy takes over as 
Elesina’s manager, creating 
the perfect role for her-as 
Irving’s second wife and 
mistress of Broadiawns, the 
opulent estate that houses 
Irving’s magnificent art col­ 
lection. 
Following a love affair 
with Irving’s son David, 


Irving’s death, and later 
David’s death at Dunkirk, 
Elesina’s act is drastically 
rewritten. Having inherited 
her husband’s art collection, 
she becom es h er 
own 
scriptwriter, setting herself 
up as a cultural and lateral a 
political figure to be reck­ 
oned with. 
She turns Broa diawns into 
a museum, reveres the 
memory of her dead step- 
son-lover and gets herself 
elected to Congress by play- 
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ing her finest role yet-as the 
liberal, anti-McCarthy, Re­ 
publican states woman. 
Ivy is the loser in this 
transform ation. Elesina 
first shoves her into the 
wings and finally there is 
nothing left for Ivy but to 
exit completely. From then 
on, Elesina is in control. Her 
mother and daughter con­ 
tinue their supporting roles— 
in Elesina’s story there is 
room for only one star-and 
Elesina replaces Ivy with a 
new sidekick, a young homo­ 
sexual man. 
Auchincloss, a practicing 
Wall Street attorney and 
author of 27 books, has a 
reputation as the consum­ 
mate social observer, but 
this time around he has set 
himself something of a 
'Catch-22' task—to write 
about the haut monde at a 
time when society is in tur­ 
moil. As one of his charac­ 
ters describes it, "The most 
difficult eras to live in are 
those of supposed tolerance 
and informality. Ours is a 
real bitch.' 
The novel’s action, which 
extends from the late ’30s to 
the early ’50s, opens in a 
Westchester drawing room 
echoing with witty but banal 
conversation about Shake­ 
speare’s 'dark lady' son­ 
nets. Elesina is introduced 
to add a bit of mystery and 
spice to the rather stuffy 
gathering and ends up add­ 
ing divorce, death, and in­ 
cest instead. 
Sounds good. But unfor­ 
tunately Auchincloss lets 
both his plot and his charac­ 
ters deteriorate into triviali­ 
ty. Disappointing stuff for a 
writer from whom we have a 
right to expect more.
